other day how the Socialist 
party would cope with the 
question of public health.

*'ever expect to inspire confidence in 
your party unless you bring detailed 
kimwledge to bear upon public ques¬ 
tions jnd show (he people that you 
KNOW MOW TO SOLVE THE 
VARIOUS PROBLEMS that con¬ 
front them here and now*?** 

“It is all very well,** he added, “to 
theorize about social evolution, to 
paint pretty pictures of the future, to 
denounce the evils of the present, to 
I attack the old political parties, to ex- 
[pose the class character of modern 
I institutions, and to point out that pri- 
Ivate property in the means of wealth 
! production mu%t eventually be done 
laway with. I sympathize with all 
I that, but what I want to know, and 
i what thousands of other broad-mind¬ 


ed people want to know, is what stand 
party candidates will take upon the 
vinous questions that must be solved 
within the next two or three years. 
But you Social-Democrats »eeto tc 
live either in the pink clouds of ro¬ 
mance or the black depths of despair. 
It's too bad that yon have gotten into 
thf.se ruts, for if you were as well 
versed in state and municipal prob¬ 
lems as you seem to be in the statis¬ 
tics of poverty, you might accomplish 
something worth while.**

This new* will surprise and delight 
Socialists all over the Southwest. To 
many elsewhere who may not have 
read of this celebrated opponent of 
Socialism it will be interesting to 
learn something about the man. 

G. G. Hamilton is a Methodist 
preacher of constderahle note who 
has always been a faithful and zeal- 
out worker in the church, showing 
more than ordinary ability as a 
leader and pnbiic speaker On the 
platform be has no superior in ail 
Texas. Highly educated, a master of 
logic, gifted with tHe elo.^uence that 
bolds an audience at breathless au 
tentioD. he caused even his enemies 
to admire. 

A few years ago. Hamilton came 
into contact with Socialism, nnfortu- 
nately mostly through certain speak¬ 
ers and writers •who impressed him 


with their unqualitied hostility to 
Christianity and the avowed atheism 
and free-lorism which they seemed 
to make a part of the Socialist phil¬ 
osophy and program. Naturally, be¬ 
ing of active rather tiun passive 
mode,' he immediately joined issue 
with th*m in public discussion. Tex¬ 
ans are 5 ghters and «oon the 6ght 
was on in ccrne.st He had gotten 
the idea that Socialism was necessar¬ 
ily anti-religious and destructive to 
the marriage institution Of coarse it 
if not. but if I were ignorant of So- 
I cialtsm and heard some 5 «oct*.itst 
speakers. I wonid come tn the ^ame 
conclusion. He attributed the .suf¬ 
ferings of the race to individual .sins 
and the speakers failed to make him 
undcr.-tand the origin of misery in 
social sin. Hence, he debated this 
point. 

At Crowell, Texat, in .April, igio. 
Hamilton engaged with W. L. Thnr- 
man in a debate that w*iU be long re¬ 
membered. . On four consecutive 
nights a large hall was packed with 
an audience that forgot the world in 
the intense interest of the discussion. 


The whole community became ex» 
cited and the situation was fraught 
with danger of vhdcncc, .At one time 
those present were divided into hos¬ 
tile factions and feeling became so 
intense that the sligliie»t threatening 
move on ciihcr side would have pre¬ 
cipitated a pitched batle. 

This was ioll>>wmg debates with M. 
•A. Stniih, Redin \ndrews and others, 
ending firully with an encounter with 
Stanley /. Clark, the master debater 
of the Socialist movement. Defended 
by this matchless fighter, Socialism 
withstood the attacks of Hamilton as 
It never h.id before. Hamilton was 
called out of this series of battles by 
■ the sickness of his wife and that 
ended the conflict I w.int to state 
for the benefit of Socialists who are 
under the impres-ion that Hamilton 
ran away to avoid future, encounters 
that it is a fa.'l that the seritnis Ill¬ 
ness of Mrv Hamilton compelled 
him to return home, where he re¬ 
mained during her »tckness which 
lasted six weeks 

During these weeks this tireless 
opponent ente-ed upon a re-stndy of 


the entire subject. He had found 
that when he met in debate and the 
printed page the true philosophy of 
Sk'^dalism and economic teaching- 
and program, he could find no argu¬ 
ments to defeat it. Now he con¬ 
cluded, quoting his own word*, that he 
“must prove it economically un'-iuiul 
and impossible and fr^>m every st.tnd- 
point altogether unicnahle.*’ For the 
first time he got down to'the essen¬ 
tials of Socialism freed frcmi tl’.c the- 
ori;s and opinions of imlividvial.s 
which had been confuted with n The 
philosophies of jndividuaii^^m .nnd So. 
cialism battled in his mind The ir- 
rcsistable logic of Soci.nlt^t philos¬ 
ophy tH- grandeur of its .sptrlt .ind 
principle, and the undeniable har¬ 
mony between its purpose and pro¬ 
gram and the spirit and mis-ion of 
Christianity a,s revealed, n- t in the¬ 
ological wcuks but in the cornels in¬ 
terpreted in the light of historv, were 
like the voice that chr!Jei';!i*d Siiul on 
the Pamasens road, ami like Saul, he 
acknr.wledgcd the right and truth in 
the “way** he had fought s» hard.

C HE biggett tingle tragedy nnder 
the industrial system of today is 
the man out o\ work and ont of 
otoney, thongfa wi ling to work—the 
unemployed man who wanti a job. 

He is the stnfi we use most often 
when we make a tramp, a criminaL a 
degraded boozeSghier or a rotten de¬ 
generate. 

He it the man at the bottom. 

No Tboroogb Stody of Qneatian 
Unemployment, hundreds of thou¬ 
sands and sometimf.a several millions 
of men out of work and desperat.:ly 
in need of work to get bread to lire, 
this problem hat had lets thorough 
study than any one of the big definite 
problems. 

Tuberculosis, booting, nsilk. trans¬ 
portation, on these subjects arc hun- 
dredt of books, pamphlets, reports, 
speeches and dreumentt accompanied 
with recommendations. But the sub¬ 
ject of unemployment, what to do 
and what can be done to help relieve 
the out-of-works, has had little atten¬ 
tion. 

Only Labor Preaa P i ae ns aa d It 
The labor press has boiled with agi¬ 
tation of the question. And in fact, 
this big and momentous subject has 
had very little discussion anywhere 
except in the labor press. The con¬ 
stant effort of the capitalist press hat 
been to ignore and belittle the sub¬ 
ject, claiming “prosperity,” revolving 
wheels of industry, full dinner pails, 
and nobody ont of work except paup¬ 
ers and the laj^ and craiy. 

No longer will this prosperity chat- 
ter satisfy the working class. The de¬ 
mand that something be done in this 
situation grows more serious every

They go by the name of 
Shillahers. or '‘shills”, and it i* iheir 
work to appear in the crowds a> 
strangers to the showmen and to win 
all sorts qi money and prices, so a- 
to stimulate business The stand* are 
crooked and can be arranged to favor 
the shills, without it being percep- 
tahle.

Perjury Is a Crime 


Some of the very prominent and very respectable citixens of Mil¬ 
waukee seem to be in need of a definition of the crime of perjury. 

The l*nivrr**.il liiction.irv c'mtains thi*: 

IM-RJURV <I...t. perju imm. fr'un perjuro-to perjure, to forswear; 
Fr. parjurc; Sp. and I’ort ]irrjurio; lial. pergiurio.) • 

The act of swearirg (a 'cly, or of violating an oath; apecif. in law 
the act or crime of wdiin.Jy making a false oath or affirmation in 
judicial proceedings, 

“The crime of wilful and corijupt perjury is defined by Sir Edw. 
Coke, to be a crime committed, when a lawful oath it administered 
in some judicial proceedings, to a person who sweara willfully, abso¬ 
lutely, and falacly, in a matter material to the issue or point in ques¬ 
tion.”*—Blackstone: Comritcr.t. ok IV. Ch. xo. 

It will be recalled that last yt?r in the Hedger murder case a 
workingman testifietf falsely as to his having expresaed an opinion in 
the case. He explained that he was out of work and in order to get 
the money, the fees, that would be paid a juror, he had sworn falsely. 

He was convicted of perjury. And because of his guilt as a per- 
pirer, because he had committed the crime of perjury, he was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in the state at hard labor in the state’s prison 
at Waupun. ? 

It appears therefore from the common sense usage and from the 
legal definition by legal authorities that perjury it a crime. 

Further, it also nppc*i» t’nat in a certain kind of vOse, U is the 
practice of judges in Wisconsin to punish crime of perjury by sen¬ 
tencing the man who is found guilty of the crime to a term at har^ 
labor behind the steel bars of the state’s prison.
